ACCIDENT 

Injured rider, 16, 
is named by police 

POLICE have named a teenage moped 
rider left in a critical condition after a traffic 
accident in Rowley Regis. 

Declan Osborne, aged 16, was knocked 
over by a Honda Civic in Macmillan Road, 
on January 30. The driver left the scene be¬ 
fore police arrived. A 24-year-old man was 
arrested last week and released on bail 
until March 30.

COUNCIL bosses have de¬ 
fended their decision to force 
hockey teams out of Dudley’s 
The Dell Stadium because 
football is more popular. 

Dudley Council has announced 
plans for a £500,000 synthetic 3G 
floodlit football pitch at the Brock- 
moor stadium, with a submission go¬ 
ing to the Football Foundation. 

It will see Dudley Ladies Hockey Club and 
Kingswinford Hockey Club, who have used The 
Dell for more than 30 years, looking for a new 
base as the 3G pitch is not suitable for hockey. 
The 3G pitch is not permitted for league use by 
the All England Hockey Association. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed said football 
clubs use The Dell nearly seven times more 
than hockey clubs throughout the week. 

“Hockey clubs train on the site for three 
hours a week and play one or two games each 
Saturday, while football clubs use the existing 
facilities for over 20 hours each week,” he said. 

“This is a difficult situation where we have 
to balance the need for investing in the site in 
sports which are most popular there, and help¬ 
ing sports teams who may be affected by the 
proposal. 

“We are continuing to work with the local 
hockey clubs to make sure they are catered for 
elsewhere in the borough. 

“We want to take every opportunity to invest 
in our sports facilities wherever possible, in line 
with our commitment to help people lead happy 
and healthy lives. 

Invest 

“This proposal will invest in a sport which is 
very popular at the Dell Stadium by improving 
the playing surface which will attract signifi¬ 
cantly more clubs. 

He added: “The new facility would increase 
levels of use significantly, as both training and 
matches for all age groups can be accommo¬ 
dated on the third generation pitch and the 
likelihood of postponement of games is lim¬ 
ited.” 

But Dudley Ladies Hockey Club chairman 
Sharon Mason said the club felt ‘very let down’ 
by the council’s decision, and is planning to 
hold further meetings with the council and 
England Hockey, hockey’s governing body. 

She said: “We are angry that they want to 
pull up the pitch and jeopardise the future of 
two clubs. 

“Dudley Ladies has been going 35 years and 
had a successful hockey recruitment drive in 
September which was very successful. 

“I myself have been playing 26 years for the 
club and just hope that with support we can 
find a suitable pitch to relocate to.” 

Council chiefs have said there are potential 
alternative sites for the hockey teams, some as 
little as three miles away from the stadium.

A T-SHIRT has been made to mark the anni¬ 
versary of the death of Dudley football legend 
Duncan Edwards, nearly 60 years after the 
Munich air crash. 

Black Country T-Shirts have created the 
tribute to the Dudley-born England and 
Manchester United star, bearing a quote from 
United’s manager Matt Busby describing him 
as ‘the most complete footballer in Britain, 
possibly the world’. 

Priory Estate-raised Edwards died on Feb¬ 
ruary 21, 1958, 15 days after the Munich air 
disaster on February 6. The accident during 


take off by a plane containing the famous 
Busby Babes had seen seven of Edwards’ 
team mates killed, as were three club officials, 
eight journalists, two members of the air crew 
and two other passengers. 

The plane crashed on its third attempt 
to take off at Munich-Riem Airport, as the 
club was returning from a European Cup 
match against Red Star Belgrade. The jet had 
stopped to refuel but it had been snowing in 
Munich and the plane over-shot the runway 
and burst into flames after hitting buildings. 

Most of the victims died instantly, but 


21-year-old Edwards battled his injuries for 
more than a fortnight before dying. Matt 
Busby, who was later knighted, was severely 
injured but went on to rebuild the team and 
bring it great success in the 1960s. 

Founder of Black Country T Shirts Stephen 
Pitts said: “Having recently moved to Dud¬ 
ley, we are very close to the Duncan Edwards 
memorial statue. With the anniversary of the 
crash and his subsequent death on February 
21, we thought it would be fitting to make 
something to keep him in mind. I think it is a 
great tribute for a great footballer.”

Social club is saved 
from the bulldozers 

A SOCIAL club has survived an attempt 
from a neighbouring supermarket to 
knock it down so it can extend its car 
park. 

Halesowen Members Club had been 
a target for Lidl bosses who want to 
create more parking spaces for its 
Hagley Road store, which opened on 
a former garage site in 2008. 

But Lidl has been knocked back by 
Dudley Council planners over concern 
that it could cause traffic problems on 
the busy Hagley Road. 


HOMES 

Petition opposes 
housing scheme 

MORE than 40 people have signed a peti¬ 
tion against homes being built on the for¬ 
mer Coseley Baths site. 

Plans for a development comprising 24 
homes have been lodged for the Pear Tree 
Lane site but people living nearby have 
raised a raft of complaints. These include 
concerns that the site is too small for the 
amount of houses that are proposed and 
the potential for a loss of light and privacy 
to existing homes. 

A petition with 42 signatures has been 
handed in to Dudley Council. Wolverhamp¬ 
ton South East MP Pat McFadden has also 
written to the authority. 
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Time is running out for Hippodrome 


CAMPAIGNERS have vowed to do what they can 
to convince council chiefs a business plan to save 
Dudley Hippodrome from the bulldozer is viable. 

It comes after council chiefs rejected the latest 
scheme aimed at saving the Castle Hill venue. 

A new steering group had been set up with 
members from the Friends of Dudley Hippodrome 
group plus new supporters and industry experts. 

The group has been given to the end of Febru¬ 
ary to address the council’s concerns. 

Dudley Council said it will continue to push 
ahead with plans to knock down the building and 
replace it with a public square, with a planning 
application due to be submitted in the summer. 


The authority rejected the latest business plan 
following advice from consultants who believed 
that it remained ‘unviable’ after it was found to 
lack detail on market analysis, funding plans and 
operational issues such as staffing levels. 

A statement from the steering group said: “It 
is good to see that the council have kept the door 
open for us to revise the business plan.” But 
Friends supporter Gaz Sawers, who performs 
under the name Black Country Gaz, says he was 
disappointed at the council’s ‘negative’ stance. 

“What is really disappointing to me is that al¬ 
though the council have give the group more time 
they have still stated that they are going to be 


bulldozing it,” he said. “That is really negative 
and doesn’t help. Dudley Council is just pulling 
the curtains down on Dudley’s music and enter¬ 
tainment heritage.” 

Last year the council sought alternative plans 
for the site, with a deadline by the end of the year. 
Despite several early expressions of interest, only 
one business plan was received to run the venue. 
But council officials say an independent consult¬ 
ant found ‘significant gaps in the information 
provided’. 

Dudley Council leader. Councillor Pete Lowe, 
said: “My door will continue to be open for any 
viable suggestions.” 



A MEDICAL practice in Sedg- 
ley has been placed into special 
measures and ordered to im¬ 
prove following an inspection. 

Bath Street Medical Practice has 
been rated as inadequate by the Care 
Quality Commission (CQC). 

The health watchdog has demanded im¬ 
provements over the next six months or 
warned the practice could be shut down. 

Minor surgery was immediately stopped 
at Bath Street, which has around 2,700 pa¬ 
tients, after the CQC findings. 

The manager of the medical practice, 
who did not want to be named, said it had 
‘immediately’ taken action to address the 
inspector’s concerns. 

An initial inspection in November uncov¬ 
ered a ‘number of cases’ where a GP had 
not followed the correct guidelines regard¬ 
ing whether suspected melanoma cases 
should be referred to a specialist. Inspec¬ 
tors then returned unannounced two days 
later to carry out a more detailed review of 
minor surgeries. 

Information 

Experts found entries made on the clini¬ 
cal system by the GP in question were not 
always clear and that the GP’s record keep¬ 
ing did not contain sufficient information 
to support some of the decisions made in 
consultations and when performing minor 
surgery. 

The CQC also found errors had also 
been made around medication and dosage 
and that many of these errors were not re¬ 
corded. 

‘Significant events’ at the practice also 
went unrecorded, the report said, includ¬ 
ing when the surgery was left without elec- 
tricty for hours after a power cut. 

However, the surgery was rated as ‘good’ 
in terms of how caring it was. 

Bosses at the surgery said the practice’s 
overall rating was dragged down by the is¬ 
sues over surgery regulations and insisted 
action had been taken to improve in that 
area. 

The practice manager said in a state¬ 
ment: “The quality and standard of care 
that we provide to patients is important to 
us. We are disappointed with the report’s 
overall findings and in response to the in¬ 
spection we immediately took action to ad¬ 
dress the inspector’s concerns.” 


Burnham listens to pensioners

DUDLEY North Labour MP Ian 
Austin brought his party’s big guns 
to the Black Country as the party 
launched a nationwide tour look¬ 
ing at its policy on immigration. 

Shadow Home Secretary Andy 
Burnham and Shadow Immigra¬ 
tion Minister Keir Starmer were at 
the Upper Gornal Pensioners Club 
to listen to concerns over the im¬ 
pact of immigration. 

Mr Burnham said it was part of 
a plan to win back voters that the 
party had ‘failed to convince’. 


“We will not succeed in doing 
that by denying the effect that mi¬ 
gration has had on some communi¬ 
ties,” he said. “EU free movement 
is, overall, beneficial to our society 
and economy. But it has a different 
input on different places. 

Pressure 

“In some of our more deprived 
areas, it has put pressure on pub¬ 
lic services and undermined jobs 
and wages. If politicians don’t un¬ 
derstand and acknowledge that, 


then we will continue to look out 
of touch.” 

The debate looked at who should 
be allowed to come to the UK, 
whether stronger border controls 
were needed, the impact of immi¬ 
gration on local workers and tack¬ 
ling the refugee crisis. 

Mr Austin said: “We know from 
the last election that people don’t 
trust us on the economy, welfare or 
immigration. This is about us lis¬ 
tening to their concerns to regain 
that trust.” 


Mother who 
left children 
alone in flat 
is released 

A MOTHER who was jailed after leav¬ 
ing her two young children home alone 
while she went to work will be released 
after winning an appeal. 

The 24-year-old, from Dudley who 
cannot be named for legal reasons, left 
the children alone in her fiat for eight 
hours. 

When the alarm was raised, they were 
found in a state of ‘chaos’, the Court 
of Appeal heard. A three-year-old was 
naked and covered in paint, while his 
one-year-old sister did not have a nappy 
and had no access to milk. 

The mother said she had expected a 
friend to look after the kids, but had 
been let down and had to leave them. 

She pleaded guilty at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court to two counts of child cru¬ 
elty and was jailed for 24 weeks in De¬ 
cember. However, after an appeal by her 
lawyers, her sentence was reduced to 16 
weeks, meaning she was due for release 
last week. 

“There was no evidence of any long¬ 
term harm,” said Mrs Justice Thirlwall. 

“On the contrary, the children were, 
at the time of the offence, healthy and 
well cared for. There was real remorse 
and real regret for what she had done.” 

The court heard the mother had left 
the children around midday last March 
and did not return until the evening. A 
workman in the block had become con¬ 
cerned about noises from inside the fiat. 

The children, who were unharmed, 
had since been taken in by another 
member of the family, but the mother 
had regular contact, the judge said.

Senior Muslim 
cleric will

UKIP’S inaugural West Midlands 
party conference will feature a speech 
by a Muslim cleric. 

Aqeel Ahmad, an imam at the Bai- 
tul Ghafoor Mosque in Halesowen, 
will talk on behalf of the Ahmadiyya 
Muslim Association - AMA - at the 
event in Wolverhampton. 

The event at Dunstall Park race¬ 
course on February 20 will also fea¬ 
ture UKIP party leader Nigel Farage, 
who is set to lay out the case for Brit¬ 
ain leaving the EU at a Europe of 
Freedom and Direct Democracy group 
meeting following the conference. 

The party’s national disability 
spokesperson Councillor Star Ander- 
ton and Nathan Garrbutt of LGBT 
UKIP will also deliver presentations. 

West Midlands MEP Bill Etheridge 
said the range of speakers was ‘one in 
the eye’ for anyone accusing the party 
of bigotry. 

“We are looking closely at what 
UKIP should stand for and inclusive¬ 
ness is certainly something that we 
want to push,” added Mr Etheridge, 
who is also set to deliver a conference 
speech. 

“As a party we want to highlight 
the proud traditions of our region and 
show that there is no place for bigotry 
and intolerance under our banner. 
UKIP has an inclusive side that a lot 
of people probably don’t recognise.” 

Wasim Shah, outreach coordinator 
for the West Birmingham Ahmadiyya 
Muslim Community, said the group 
would use the conference to promote 
the ‘true teaching’ of Islam as part of 
its campaign against extremism. 

Revived pub has

A HALESOWEN pub that once faced 
being converted into a supermarket is 
celebrating a double award. 

The Swan in Long Lane has been 
voted the Stourbridge and Halesowen 
branch of the Campaign for Real Ale’s 
pub of the year. 

Members have also voted it the ar¬ 
ea’s cider pub of the year. 

The pub was saved by Black Coun¬ 
try Ales after thousands of residents 
and firms signed petitions during two 
campaigns to keep it open. 

The Pensnett-based pub company 
restored the pub after buying it and 
re-opened it in September 2013. New 
licensees Paul Hicks and Liz Rogers 
took over The Swan last year. 

The pub is holding a beer festival 
from April 21 to 24.

Aldi supermarket given the thumbs up 


SUPERMARKET giant Aldi will press ahead with 
plans to build a new shop in Lye, creating 80 jobs, 
after councillors gave the scheme the green light. 

The supermarket will be built on the former site 
of the well-known Bronx works in Dudley Road. 

Councillors approved the plans,which also include 
a car park with 120 spaces, after receiving more 
than 100 letters of support from residents. 

At a meeting Councillor David Vickers described 
the new supermarket as a ‘great facility for Lye’. 

While Councillor Keiran Casey said: “This land 
needs to be refurbished. 

“And the proposals have had a lot of support from 
local people as well as the backing of Dudley council. 

“In my opinion, it is only bringing positives to 


Lye, in the fact that a good number of jobs are being 
created and as a supermarket in the area, it will 
boost the economy.” 

Deputy Mayor of Dudley, Councillor Mohammed 
Hanif has also welcomed the support for the super¬ 
market and said he hopes it can be a ‘catalyst for 
the town.’ 

Thriving 

He said: “Lye has been looking for a major store 
to come in for a number of years. This is a piece of 
land that was not going to be used for much else. 

“It also does not affect Lye High Street which we 
want to ensure is kept thriving. 

The council had received objections to the store 


over traffic and access for neighbouring businesses. 
Also, more than 80 people turned out to view the 
multi-million pound plans at a consultation event 
in April last year. 

The plans went on display for members of the 
public at Lye Town Football Club on Stourbridge 
Road. Feedback was then used by the developer to 
submit a planning application. 

Aldi is soon starting work on creating a supermar¬ 
ket on the site of the former King Arthur Pub, off 
Birmingham New Road, in Dudley. 

Plans have also been revealed by the firm for a 
store to be built in Great Barr, which would create 
around 40 jobs. 


£3lm music institute is 
proposed for Waterfront 


PLANS for a £31 million music col¬ 
lege at The Waterfront in Brierley 
Hill, creating more than 130 jobs, 
have been unveiled. 

The campus could open its doors to stu¬ 
dents as early as September 2017 if a fea¬ 
sibility study proves successful. 

If given approval, the ground-breaking not- 
for-profit institute, which has been backed by 
the music industry, will offer places for around 
600 degree and 115 postgraduate students. 

The campus would include a lecture theatre, 
classrooms, practise rooms, a library, recording 
studios, an independent radio station, a sound 
and light control room, a live music venue, a 
retail outlet, bar and student accommodation. 

Dudley Council has backed the project in the 
hope it will kick-start the regeneration of the 
whole Waterfront area. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for planning and economic development, 
said: “This is a very exciting development for 
Dudley and I am delighted the music institute 
have chosen to invest in Brierley Hill and cre¬ 
ate a state-of-the-art venue for some of the 
country’s top music students. 

“This will have a huge positive impact on the 
local economy and will bring hundreds of stu¬ 
dents to the area.” 

Investment 

The project is looking for funding from the 
Black Country Local Enterprise Partnership, 
with the rest of the money from private invest¬ 
ment. Bosses say discussions are still ongoing 
as to which of the existing Waterfront build¬ 
ings could be used. 

In addition to its degree students, the insti¬ 
tute would look to forge close links with com¬ 
munity groups, further education providers 
and charities. 

As a not-for-profit venture, any money made 
would be reinvested back into the institute. 

More than 130 jobs are expected to be cre¬ 
ated by the project, which is being led by a con¬ 
sortium of music industry experts, educators 
and employers. 

David Barnard, previously director of ed¬ 
ucation at Roland UK, is tasked with leading 
the institute as its principal and chief executive 
officer. 

He said: “Our long-term vision is to create 
a music village or campus, with the institute 
at its heart, driving innovation, enterprise and 
research that will be recognised globally.” 


First look at new flamingo home

DUDLEY Zoo has revealed the 
first look at its new Flamingo 
Falls exhibit - one of three enclo¬ 
sures in line for a revamp costing 
£ 200 , 000 . 

The existing flamingo enclo¬ 
sure is being enhanced to create 
a much bigger pool and a larger 
indoor area with a viewing area. 

Bosses at the Castle Hill attrac¬ 
tion have also revealed details of 
major work to develop the home 
for its breeding group of gelada 


baboons. The third project is 
to create an interactive walk¬ 
through exhibit where visitors 
can feed dozens of yellow-backed 
chattering lorikeets, birds which 
are vulnerable in the wild. 

Work is now under way on Fla¬ 
mingo Falls - the largest of the 
three enclosures being revamped 
- and it is expected to open by 
Easter. A sign has been designed 
by Dudley Zoo’s new graphic de¬ 
signer, Rachel Lane. 


During the first month of 2016, 
4,504 visitors came through the 
turnstiles of the 40-acre site - 189 
more than last year and 542 up on 
2013. Bosses said they were the 
best January figures for five years. 

The £40,000 scheme to extend 
the baboon enclosure includes 
transforming a former shop into 
a walk-in viewing area. The pad- 
dock, next to the famous chair lift, 
will be extended up the bank to 
provide more grazing area.

New measures for 
better road safety 

A CAMPAIGNER in Sedgley has se¬ 
cured funding from Dudley Council 
for road safety improvements on the 
North way. 

Damian Corfield has worked with 
Northway Action Group for Road for 
Road Safety, who have previously 
raised concerns about accidents on 
the road. 

The funding will be used to install 
measures near Alder Coppice School, 
which will include flashing speed 
signs, road markings and a new cross¬ 
ing, as well as the creation of a new 
Speedwatch group. 

MP now based in 
town centre office 

DUDLEY North MP Ian Austin has 
moved into a new constituency office 
in the town centre. 

Mr Austin is now based at St James’ 
House on Trinity Road, run by Flame 
Trust as a space for charities and com¬ 
munity organisations. The Labour MP 
was forced to move as his former base, 
Turner House on Wren’s Nest Road, 
is to be demolished by Dudley Council. 

He said: “Moving my office to the 
town centre will make it even easier 
for local people to keep in touch and 
help me keep working to revive Dud¬ 
ley’s high street.”

Garage sites chosen for council housing 


AROUND 350 new homes will be 
built in a Black Country borough 
over the next five years, with af¬ 
fordable housing to feature in the 
new developments. 

The £18 million plan by Dudley 
Council will see the homes built 
mainly on the sites of small blocks of 
garages. 

The initial three garage sites in¬ 
volved are Ketley Hill Road, Dudley, 


Lea Bank Road, Netherton, and Mar- 
ley Road, Kingswinford. 

The construction of new council 
homes as part of the scheme is now 
underway on sites in Sedgley, Wood- 
setton, Wollaston and Coseley. 

Housing boss Councillor Gaye Par¬ 
tridge said: “Eight apartments and 
two houses to be built at Lea Bank 
Road will be affordable housing for 
local people. 


“They are part of a council new 
build programme to provide 350 new 
homes over the next five years on a 
number of sites throughout the bor¬ 
ough. 

“We are currently considering a 
local lettings plan which could see 
homes let to people recovering from 
mental ill heath. Many people in 
every community suffer from mental 
ill health at some point in their lives, 


and recover with the help and sup¬ 
port of those around them. 

“As a community council we are 
committed to consultation. We want 
to know the new residents will be 
made welcome, so we want to hear 
people’s views on the proposals. A 
few people locally have already ex¬ 
pressed their views and these will be 
fully considered before any decision 
is made.”

Burglary arrest figures 
'scandalous', says mep

WEST Midlands Police has 
the lowest arrest rates for 
burglary of any police force 
in the country, new figures 
have revealed. 

In 2014/15 the force made 
just seven arrests for every 100 
burglaries reported, according 
to the Office for National Sta¬ 
tistics (ONS). It puts the region 
well below the national average 
of 14 arrests per 100 break-ins. 

West Midlands Police (WMP) also 
failed to solve 90.5 per cent of bur¬ 
glaries in the year ending March 
2014, the Home Office says. 

It puts WMP as fifth worst of the 
UK’s 43 police forces in terms of 
burglary clearance rates, in a period 
when the West Midlands was the 
tenth worst-hit area for burglaries. 

The figures have been described 
as ‘scandalous’ by West Midlands 
UKIP Euro MP Bill Etheridge. 

Priorities 

Mr Etheridge, who is also a Sedg¬ 
ley councillor, has called on the 
police and crime commissioner to 
investigate the arrest rate. 

“It is absolutely scandalous that 
so many burglaries are going un¬ 
solved,” he said. “This appallingly 
low arrest rate shows that burglary 
is not at the top of their priorities. 

“We keep hearing that crime is 
going down. Maybe reported crime 
has gone down but that is because 
people have got to the point where 
they don’t have any faith in the po¬ 
lice to bring criminals to justice.” 

But West Midlands Police and 
Crime Commissioner David Jamie¬ 
son said: “Crime in the West Mid¬ 
lands is much lower than in other 
urban areas. Also we have a better 
record of detection of burglaries 
than other similar forces. 

“By making efficiencies I have put 
resources where they matter most. 

Those tough decisions have enabled 
me to protect PCSOs from redun¬ 
dancy and crucially put the funds in 
place to complete the recruitment of 
450 police officers by the end of this 
financial year.”

A LORRY driver who died at a de¬ 
livery firm depot in Brierley Hill has 
been named as Leighton Jardine, 
aged 60, of Tithe Barn Road, Stafford.

New challenge for church campaigners

CAMPAIGNERS who won their bat¬ 
tle to reopen a landmark church are 
facing a new challenge - obtaining in¬ 
surance to allow them to step inside. 

St John’s Church Preservation 
Group plans to reopen the listed 
building in Kates Hill, Dudley, which 
has been empty for 14 years, for com¬ 
munity use and worship. 

But the group’s bid has hit a fresh 
obstacle as it is struggling to get in¬ 
surance to enable the building to be 
opened up to supporters and workers. 

It was hoped members would be 
able to begin restoration work after 


finally agreeing a lease for the build¬ 
ing last month. They also wanted to 
open the former church up to visitors 
to raise awareness as the project got 
under way. 

But chairman Deb Brownlee said 
arranging an insurance policy was 
proving difficult, possibly because of 
the building being empty and because 
it would have multiple uses. Cur¬ 
rently only the churchwarden is al¬ 
lowed access to the Victorian building. 

She described the struggle to secure 
insurance as ‘a major worry’ but said 
she remained confident. 


Mrs Brownlee added: “We are pos¬ 
sibly pushing the boat out a bit by 
trying to get the building insured 
for immediate public access, albeit 
limited to behind a roped area at 
the entrance, but that is why people 
have supported the campaign for nine 
years — they want to see inside. We 
want them to see it, and then help us 
get the money together for the resto¬ 
ration work. 

“After all the hoops we’ve had to 
jump through to get this far towards 
saving St John’s, a bit of a blip over 
insurance is just one more hurdle.” 


Investigators hired to 
snoop on council staff 


DUDLEY Council hired private in¬ 
vestigators on more than 40 occa¬ 
sions in the last five years to spy on 
its own staff. 

The authority spent more than £16,000 
of public money to hire investigators be¬ 
tween 2011 and 2015, figures released via 
a Freedom of Information request show. 

In every instance they were tasked with com¬ 
piling evidence relating to suspected fraudu¬ 
lent conduct by council employees. The total 
spent was £16,014. 

Bosses say it is necessary to bring in ‘pro¬ 
fessional services’ to investigate allegations. 
Almost 60 per cent of the investigations in 
Dudley resulted in no evidence being obtained. 

But union leaders at a regional level said 
they were concerned that the authority was 
using private investigators to snoop on staff, 
many of whom had ‘done nothing wrong’. 

They have now contacted the council to find 
out why so many investigations have been 
launched compared with other authorities. 

Probe 

A total of £9,153 was spent over the period 
on investigations that led to staff members 
being cleared of any wrongdoing, including a 
prolonged probe into one worker that cost the 
public purse £1,972. Also in 2015/15, another 
investigation costing £1,429 also found no evi¬ 
dence to support the allegation. 

The authority says it uses surveillance ‘to 
support internal resource’. Bosses refused 
to reveal the reasons why investigators were 
hired for individual cases. They declined to re¬ 
veal how many cases resulted in prosecutions. 

Philip Tart, strategic director for resources 
and transformation services at the council, 
said: “At times serious and complex allegations 
such as fraudulent conduct are made against 
staff which have to be investigated as a matter 
of urgency. This will on occasion require us to 
bring in professional services to carry out this 
work quickly.” 

Around one third of the UK’s local authori¬ 
ties admit to having hired private investigators 
over the last five years. The vast majority of 
investigations against members of the public. 

Keith Heron, of Unison, said: “We recognise 
that Dudley Council has a responsibility to 
safeguard the public’s funds, but we are con¬ 
cerned that they are using private investigators 
to snoop on staff, who often, by the council’s 
own standards, have done nothing wrong.”

Dark times gave Clint 
fuel for his creativity

From the Black Country to 
New York and Hollywood... 
soundtrack writer Clint Mansell 
talks to ANDY RICHARDSON 

HIS accent hasn’t changed a bit. 
Clint Mansell may have become 
one of Hollywood’s most important 
and successful soundtrack writers 
and been nominated for an Oscar 
but he still sounds like the same 
guy who used to drink at The Mitre 
in Stourbridge, back in the day. 

The former dreadlocked-hell-raiser of The 
Stourbridge Scene, who led Pop Will Eat Itself 
into the charts during 10 inglorious years, has 
not developed any airs and graces. There are 
no delusions of grandeur, no ideas above his 
station. He’s the same humble and intensely 
creative man that he ever was. 

“Y’alright, man,” he says, down the line 
from Los Angeles. He’s in poor shape today, 
he’s only had about four hours sleep. “Fve got 
this right stinking cold. I can’t shift it. I’ve had 
it for four months.” 

Charts 

Clint’s story is one of the most remarkable 
in the West Midlands. He formed PWEI and 
gatecrashed the charts on a wave of sam¬ 
ple-driven, industrial indie rock. Get The Girl! 
Kill The Baddies! hit the top 10 while X Y & 
Zee, Dance Of The Mad, Touched by the Hand 
of Cicciolina and RSVP weren’t far behind. 
But it was tunes like Beaver Patrol, Def. Con. 
One., Can U Dig It? and Wise Up! Sucker that 
cemented their status as cult heroes. They 
paved the way for The Wonder Stuff, Ned’s 
Atomic Dustbin and a plethora of others. 

“I still come back to Stourbridge,” he says. 
“I see my parents there three or four times a 
year. That whole scene was good to me. We 
had the best time. 

“I remember signing on on a Wednesday 
and the van would be waiting around the cor¬ 
ner to take us out of town and do a gig some¬ 
where for £50. We weren’t The Rolling Stones. 


We were renting vans from Value Van Hire at 
Brierley Hill then hitting the road in search of 
a good time.” 

Clint and bandmate Graham Crabb wrote 
most of the Poppies tunes until the band split 
in 1996. 

“We’d been doing that for 10 years and 
Adam, Graham, Richard, Fuzz and myself had 
been together as friends for the best part of 
15 years. We were all very much at a loss. The 
band sort of becomes your identity. I imagine 
it’s similar to anyone who’s been made redun¬ 
dant. You identify yourself through the things 
that you do. It took me at least three or four 
years to get back on my feet.” 

Clint went to New York. “I was lost, really. 
I was pretty broke as well. Suddenly you go 
from being in a successful band to not doing 
a great deal. The thing that kept me going 
must have been some kind of delusion. I was 
33,1 had no experience of anything other than 


writing songs. I just wanted to give it a shot 
in New York. 

“If it hadn’t have worked out I’d just have 
gone back to Stourbridge to do whatever I 
would have been doing. Sometimes you have 
to chance. Don’t get me wrong, it’s been a lot 
of hard work. I’ve done 60 film scores. 

“But without having taken that risk I’d 
never have gotten here. I’d missed the train 
to settle down and have kids. There were no 
other options.” 

In New York, Clint hooked up with the film 
director Darren Aronofsky, a Harvard Univer¬ 
sity alumni who has subsequently been nom¬ 
inated for an Oscar and created such films as 
The Wrestler, the 300 million-dollar-grossing 
Black Swan and the 350 million-dollar-gross¬ 
ing Noah. 

“Back in the day, with the band, I’d pay my 
dues by playing JB’s in Dudley, or The Hum¬ 
mingbird in Birmingham. When I started 


writing film scores, it was the same. At first, I 
was totally out of my depth. But I learnt a lot. 
After I’d done 10 or 12 films, I felt like I was 
getting the hang of it. 

“It was very fortuitous to meet Darren. 
It changed the course of both of our lives. It 
turned out that our sensibilities matched up. 
Because he delves into the dark side, if you 
like. 

Liberating 

“For me, there were a lot of dark times dur¬ 
ing that transition from PWEI to being a film 
score writer. But those dark times gave me 
fuel.” 

Clint’s moody and elegiac music dovetailed 
perfectly with Darren’s films. 

“It was totally different from being in the 
band. Then, we’d write songs for ourselves. 
We’d write about anything we liked. But when 
you write for a film you have to serve the film 
and go with the director’s wishes. But in a 
weird way, that’s very liberating.” 

Clint scored Darren’s debut film, Pi, and 
was retained to score the next, Requiem For 
A Dream, which featured the composition Lux 
Aeterna. The piece has been used in film and 
trailers while a version was re-orchestrated 
for choir and full orchestra on The Lord of the 
Rings: The Two Towers. Not bad for a fella 
from Stourbridge who used to spend most of 
his time drunk. 

There have been more successes, most nota¬ 
bly the scores to The Fountain, Smokin’ Aces, 
The Wrestler, Black Swan and Moon. Clint’s 
work is ubiquitous; featuring on Top Gear, 
Lost, The Da Vinci Code and in computer 
games. 

“I’ve been very fortunate that I’ve been able 
to do what I’ve wanted while putting some 
bread on the table. I know I’m not right for 
every other film. It has to speak to me. It has 
to draw on something that’s within me be¬ 
cause I feel then that I can bring something 
to the table.”

Thousands use 
internet to bully 

ONLINE bullies have committed more 
than 1,800 Facebook stalking and harass¬ 
ment offences in the last five years in the 
West Midlands. 

Crimes included disclosure of private, 
sexual photographs and films, racially and 
religiously aggravated harassment, stalking 
involving fear of violence, serious alarm or 
distress and breaches of restraining orders. 

The figures, which have been released 
under Freedom of Information laws, show 
that cyber-bullies and internet trolls are 
still rife with people are using the internet 
to make others lives a misery. 

Of the 1,841 incidents recorded by West 
Midlands Police, 290 people were charged, 
including 124 youths. 

Warnings were issued to 38 people and 
cautions were given to 54 - 15 young people 
and 39 adults. On 240 occasions, cases were 
dropped due to evidential difficulties and 
community resolutions were the outcome 
in 273 of the cases. 


Meeting with minister over 
the menace of zombie knives 


A CAMPAIGN against the 
sale of ‘zombie knives’ by the 
West Midlands Police and 
Crime Commissioner is be¬ 
ing taken to Whitehall. 

Commissioner David Jamie¬ 
son is to meet with Home Office 
minister Karen Bradley MP next 
month as he takes his battle 
against the sale of ‘zombie knives’ 
to the heart of Government. 

He is calling for a total ban on the 
sale of the blades, which have names 
such as Head Splitter, Death Dagger 
and The Skinner. 


The commissioner said the knives 
are being increasingly used by crimi¬ 
nal gangs. 

Mr Jamieson has also written to the 
chief executive of Amazon UK calling 
for an immediate ban on the sale of 
zombie knives. Questions on the vi¬ 
cious-looking blades have also been 
tabled in Parliament by Dudley North 
MP Ian Austin. The Home Office has 
said it that it is aware of concerns 
about zombie knives. 

Mr Jamieson said: “I am pleased 
that having raised this issue the Gov¬ 
ernment is taking it seriously and I 
am looking forward to a productive 
meeting. 


“I also hope the Government brings 
Amazon to the table. I am not saying 
Amazon is the only company selling 
these items - far from it, unfortu¬ 
nately they are available from many 
outlets - but it is the biggest online 
retailer in the country and where it 
leads, others follow. 

“I also want to be clear that I am not 
against the legal and responsible sale 
of knives in general - obviously they 
have a practical use in the home and 
garden. But these zombie knives have 
no practical usage whatsoever. These 
are truly terrible weapons that need to 
be removed from the streets as soon as 
possible.”

A COMMUNITY centre that was closed after serving fami¬ 
lies in Dudley for more than 25 years will be demolished to 
make way for a housing estate. 

Community leaders expressed their sadness at the final 
decision to bulldoze St Thomas’ Network, in Kates Hill, 
which announced it was closing last July. 

A Facebook campaign had started to save the centre but 
it was shut in September with 30 staff losing their jobs. 

The centre, in Beechwood Road, had struggled for fund¬ 
ing especially during its final two years. This was exacer¬ 
bated after the centre lost a £80,000 annual grant from 
Dudley Council in 2010 which hit budgets. 

The centre, that was once Blue Coat School which 
counted comedian Lenny Henry among its pupils, has been 
earmarked for homes. 

Former St Thomas’ Network board of trustees chairman, 
Councillor Steve Waltho, said the centre’s legacy lived on 
through new projects in Kates Hill. 

“I have mixed feelings - it is sad but if I could pick any¬ 
thing to go in its place it is social housing,” he said. 

Construction sector 
set to recruit 10,000 

THE regeneration of Birmingham city centre and major 
road improvements will help create up to 10,000 construc¬ 
tion jobs across the West Midlands over the next five years, 
according to a new report. 

Figures from the Construction Industry Training Board 
(CITB) reveal that construction employment in the West 
Midlands is set to rise by 10,200 by 2021, with an estimated 
total of 215,000 jobs predicted in the region by 2020. 

CITB’s Construction Skills Network report forecasts 
that employment is set to rise at an annual average rate 
of one per cent between 2016 and 2020, with the labouring 
trade seeing the largest expansion at a rate of 3.7 per cent, 
followed by bricklayers, steel erectors and civil engineers. 
One of the largest retail-orientated projects is the £500m 
redevelopment of Birmingham city centre. Infrastructure 
output should also be buoyed by £1.8bn worth of invest¬ 
ment into the Midlands’ roads network.

Ten years for drug dealer 
who rammed police cars

A DRUG dealer from Brierley 
Hill has been jailed for more 
than 10 years after a police 
swoop found two guns in a 
car parked outside his home. 

Unemployed Nathan Morris 
was arrested after being seen deal¬ 
ing drugs from his car in Church 
Street, Darlaston, on August 26. 

The 28-year-old realised he had been 
spotted, reversed at speed and rammed 
three police cars and another station¬ 
ary vehicle in his bid to escape 

Officers managed to stop the car and 
detained Morris while a search of the 
car revealed several wraps of drugs 
and two mobile phones. 

Heroin 

Police then raided his home in Mad¬ 
ison Avenue, Brierley Hill, where they 
discovered a large quantity of heroin 
and cocaine. 

They also searched a black Ford 
Mondeo for which Morris had the ig¬ 
nition key and found more drugs and 
two firearms - a bolt action shotgun 
^nd^revolver^plusshotgunshells^ 


He changed his plea to guilty at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court where 
he was due to stand trial accused of 
possession of two firearms, ammuni¬ 
tion, heroin and cocaine, together with 
dangerous driving. 

Morris was sentenced to 10 years 
and three months in prison. 

Inspector Keeley Bevington, from 
Walsall Police, said: “This lengthy sen¬ 
tence showsthat gun and drug crime 
have no place in our communities.” 

Assistant Chief Constable Carl Foul- 
kes said: “The public are our eyes and 
ears in our long-term plan to tackle 
gun crime and I want to appeal directly 
to our communities to contact us with 
any information you have about gun 
and gang crime.” 

Meanwhile, scores of crooks from 
the Black Country have been jailed 
after a six-week blitz on crime. 

Officers in Sandwell have issued 
their thanks to members of the public 
for their help in bringing the criminals 
to justice as part of the Safer Six cam¬ 
paign, which included several dawn 
raids on addresses.

Smooth road ahead delights 
residents after pothole years 


A COUNCILLOR has welcomed road surfac¬ 
ing work that has taken place along a for¬ 
merly heavily potholed route. 

Enville Road in Wall Heath had been left damaged 
by heavy vehicles travelling to and from the Enville 
Road Quarry for many years. 

But after the quarry closed, work has since been able to 
take place on restoring the road, completed on Saturday. 


Councillor Dave Tyler, a 
Dudley Council ward mem¬ 
ber for Kingswinford North 
and Wall Heath, has cam¬ 
paigned for several years 
over the state of the road 
and the need for resurfac¬ 
ing. 

He said: “It has been a 
brilliant job. The local resi¬ 
dents are absolutely thrilled. 

“At last they have got 
a good road surface, after 
many years. It is absolutely 
lovely now, it is a pleasure to 
drive along.” 

Battle 

The quarry was closed 
last year following a six- 
year battle to close the site 
by campaigners. It had orig¬ 
inally opened in the 1930s. 

Heavy good vehicles wore 
down the surface over the 
years and there was concern 
it had become ‘dangerous’ 
for road users. But because 
of the continuing volume of 
traffic, plans for surfacing 
had to be held back. 

“The state of the road and

its constant use by quarry 
traffic has had a major effect 
on the surface,” said Coun¬ 
cillor Tyler. “But it would 
have been pointless resur¬ 
facing the road during the 
lifetime of the quarry. 

“From the point of view 
of the tax payers, if the lor¬ 
ries would still have been 
operating all that good work 
would have been destroyed. 
That’s what happened last 
time, with the anti-skid road 
surfacing. As soon as they 
laid that down the lorries 
ripped it up. That wasn’t 
intentional, of course, but 
it became dangerous, espe¬ 
cially for motorcyclists.” 

The quarry closed down 
on April 30 and owners FG 
Davis & Sons are required 
to restore the site to green¬ 
ery. 

The decision was seen as a 
victory for nearby residents, 
who had long complained 
about the traffic and dirt.

Businesses are demanding air, 
road and rail improvements 


IMPROVEMENTS in transport links 
for the Black Country and wider 
West Midlands are being demanded 
by businesses in the area. 

The Black Country Chamber of Com¬ 
merce’s transport group chairman Colin 
Leighfield said it believed that improved 
transport could help deliver £2.5 billion of 
the growth in the Black Country by 2023. 

He said that the chamber wants to see more 
airlines attracted to Birmingham International 
Airport. 


Mr Leighfield said recent news of the airport 
being the cheapest to reach and the additional 
flights from Turkish Airlines had come on top 
of its record year in 2015 with a five per cent 
increase in passengers to 10.2 million. 

“This is really good news considering that our 
members are telling us Birmingham Airport 
would be their preferred choice airport for in¬ 
ternational flights. 

“Our challenges for the airport are twofold: 
attracting airlines that are experiencing conges¬ 
tion in the south-east and working with HS2 to 
deliver a world class interchange improving the 


accessibility of the airport to passengers expe¬ 
riencing grid lock as they try to use Heathrow 
or Gatwick. 

“There appears to be a major opportunity for 
two of the region’s major transport infrastruc¬ 
ture assets to create something extraordinary.” 

Mr Leighfield said the chamber was already 
working with the West Midlands Integrated 
Transport Authority to find ways of relieving 
road congestion on the motorway network. 

“Our members cannot but wonder why we 
cannot make better use of the M6 Toll,” he 
added.

London schools get 
£lk more per pupil 

SCHOOLS in the West Midlands are suffering from a fund¬ 
ing shortfall of more than £1,000 per pupil compared with 
schools in London. 

Research by accountants Bishop Fleming says the fund¬ 
ing gap is the equivalent of employing 20 extra teachers 
per school. 

Joe Scaife, lead partner at Bishop Fleming’s educational 
team, said: “The biggest message from our latest report is 
the need for politicians to deliver a more level playing field. 

“It is very difficult to justify the fact that 18 of the 20 
top funded local authorities are London boroughs, and that 
there is a funding gap between London and the West Mid¬ 
lands of £1,003 per pupil. Indeed, our report reveals that 
West Midlands schools receive more than £100 per pupil 
less than the national average. Why should West Midlands 
schools, and their pupils, have to suffer such a disadvan¬ 
tage?”

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Shock as 
assaults on 
police has 

reached 440 


POLICE officers in the West Midlands have 
been assaulted more than 440 times in the 
line of duty, new figures reveal. 

The number has risen from the previous year 
when there were 419 reports of police officers at¬ 
tacked from March 2013 to March 2014. 

In the 12 months from March 2014, Wolverhampton had 


the most officer assaults 
with 89; then Walsall at 53; 
Dudley at 41 and San dwell 
came in with the lowest at 
21. Overall, 238 officers 
were assaulted across Bir¬ 
mingham across the whole 
of the city, making the total 
number of assaults 442. 

Praise 

West Midlands Police and 
Crime Commissioner David 
Jamieson says he is shocked 
by the figures and he heaped 
praise on ‘public serving’ 
police officers. 

He said: “It is outrageous 
that during the course of 
their duty police officers 
are attacked. They are 
hard-working public serv¬ 
ants who should be allowed 
to go carry out their job 
without fear of violence. 

“It is always shocking to 
see figures relating to these 
sorts of attacks and I want

those responsible to feel the 
full force of the law. It is the 
job of police officers to keep 
the public safe and it is to¬ 
tally unacceptable that they 
have to endure such treat¬ 
ment.” 

The statistics were pub¬ 
lished by Her Majesty’s 
Inspectorate of the Constab¬ 
ulary and were collected by 
the Home Office. 

West Midlands Police 
spokeswoman Gina Lycett 
said: “Whilst one assault on 
an officer is one too many, 
the nature of policing car¬ 
ries some risk. In the West 
Midlands our officers are 
trained in personal safety 
techniques. They are also 
suitably equipped to ensure 
that they are able to dis¬ 
charge their duties as safely 
as possible in protecting our 
communities.”

Early daffs help visitor 
figures bloom at manor 


SPRING has not yet sprung but that 
hasn’t stopped a small collection of 
daffodils growing in the gardens at 
Wightwick Manor, on the edge of 
Wolverhampton. 

The yellow flowers have appeared 
in the sheltered area by the historic 
house and shop, which is now run by 
the National Trust. 

Up until recently, due to the mild, 
wet weather, the garden was still 
growing roses until they had to be 
chopped back to allow for regrowth 
later in the year. 

John Wood, conservation and en¬ 
gagement manager for Wightwick 
Manor and Gardens, said: “We have 
got a team of two full time gardeners 
and up to 30 volunteers who help out 
on various days in the week. 

“With the endless rain we have 
had, many areas of the gardens have 
been like a sponge, only just drying 


out now. Only the land by the pond 
remains damp underfoot.” 

The garden also has a collection of 
snowdrops flowering, with the blos¬ 
soming plants encouraging more 
people to visit the grounds. 

Donor 

“Our visitor numbers are already 
up on last year,” said Mr Wood. 

“As soon as the sun is out, people 
want to be in our gardens, looking at 
the flowers.” 

Black Country industrialist and 
art collector Geoffrey Mander gave 
the Victorian manor and gardens to 
the National Trust in 1937, continu¬ 
ing to live on the site until his death 
in 1962. 

It was the first country house to 
be presented to the trust during the 
lifetime of its donor.

Promise over £70m 
education funding 

DUDLEY North MP Ian Austin has been promised that 
£70 million of Government funding for education will be 
spent during the next four years. 

The Labour MP wrote to education minister Sam Gy- 
miah to clarify what the Government planned to do with 
the cash. 

In response, Mr Gymiah, Parliamentary Under Secre¬ 
tary of State for Education, said ministers were commit¬ 
ted to ‘transforming’ the quality of education. 

He explained: “This £70 million will be spent over the 
next four years, to 2020. We have not yet finalised how 
much will be spent each year or how it will be allocated 
but can confirm that there will be continued funding for 
the Careers and Enterprise Company (CEC) to continue 
its excellent work. 

“We anticipate that this will include funding to sup¬ 
port the Enterprise Adviser Network, the Careers and 
Enterprise Fund, the Enterprise Passport, the CEC’s 
research programme and its wider activity. 

“We will make further announcements in due course.” 


Ex-head 
admits to 
indecent 
pictures 

A FORMER headteacher from Stourbridge 
has admitted making indecent images of 
children. 

Ross Workman had more than 500 pictures and 
videos on his computer’s hard drive, court docu¬ 
ments revealed. 

The 51-year-old pleaded guilty to six counts of making 
an indecent photograph or pseudo-photograph of a child 
at a brief hearing last week. 

Workman, formerly of 
Stourbridge but now of Low 
Fold Close, Worcester, ap¬ 
peared before Dudley mag¬ 
istrates, speaking only to 
confirm his address and his 
date of birth. 

The disgraced head¬ 
teacher, who was previously 
of good character, was ar¬ 
rested by detectives from 
the force’s Online Child 
Sexual Exploitation Team 
in November 2014. 

He was immediately sus¬ 
pended from his role at Old- 
swinford CE Primary School 
at the time and letters were 
sent home to parents. 

Police said there was no 
evidence regarding pupils at 
the school arising as part of 
the investigation. 

Court documents revealed 
Workman’s hard drive con¬ 
tained 440 still images and 
92 moving images. 

Forty still images and 48 
moving were in category A 
- the most serious - with 80 
still images and 34 moving 
images in category B, and 
320 still and 10 moving in 
category C. 

Search 

Workman, who was wear¬ 
ing a pinstripe grey suit, 
light shirt and purple tie, 
will be sentenced at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court on 
March 2. 

Miss Melanie Hughes, 
prosecuting, said: “On No¬ 
vember 3, 2014 officers from 
the Online Child Sex Ex¬ 
ploitation Team executed a 
search warrant at Mr Work¬ 
man’s home address. 

“At the time Mr Work¬ 
man was the head of Old-

swinford Primary School. 
His computer equipment 
was handed over to the po¬ 
lice and contained indecent 
images of children, rang¬ 
ing from levels one to five.

“Mr Workman didn’t con¬ 
test the contents, saying it 
was him alone who had ac¬ 
cess to the computer.” 

Miss Judith Kenny, 
defending, told the mag¬ 
istrates: “I invite you to 
commit to sentence at Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court.” 

He will be sentenced in 
Wolverhampton on March 2.

Austin carriage revs back into 
Maurice's life half a century on 


LITTLE could the young Maurice 
Oakley have known when he put 
the finishing touches to repairs to a 
bashed up 1911 Austin town carriage 
in May 1963 that he would get to see 
it again more than 50 years on. 

Mind you, he could not have known ei¬ 
ther that a photograph showing him and 
his colleague Ron Hadley, who is on the 
left, working on the vehicle at Brade-Leigh 
Products at Great Bridge would re-emerge 
all those years later too. 

“I couldn’t believe it,” said Mr Oakley, of 
Hamstead, Road, Great Barr. He remembers the 
repair job well. I was 23 then, and it had been 
in a smash, and came into Brade-Leigh Products 
to be repaired. It belonged to Longbridge [the 
Austin Motor Co], and was being transported 
from Longbridge, going to a show or something

like that, and was on a low loader or a mid low 
loader. What I remember is that it went under a 
low bridge and it smashed the top over. 

“It was hit at the top of the roof above the 
driver and it buckled part of the roof. One or 
both doors had to be repaired. 

“I had to replace some broken and damaged 
timbers. I was a commercial body builder.” 

Mr Oakley, who lived in those days in Dudley 
Street, West Bromwich, and earned 6s 2d a week 
as a coach builder, recalls of the vehicle: “It’s like 
what you would see on Downton Abbey, in which 
the posh lady went to town with the driver.” 

Not long ago he got to wondering what had 
become of the vehicle, and with a bit of searching 
on the internet tracked it down to the Heritage 
Motor Centre at Gaydon, Warwickshire, where it 


is part of the museum collection. “It was hard to 
believe. My daughter got a number for Gaydon. 
I rang them up. There’s a curator there, Steve 
Laing, and I was telling him about the car. He 
didn’t know it had been in a smash in 1963 and 
looked all through his records and couldn’t find 
anything about this car being damaged. 

“He asked if there was any chance of me com¬ 
ing down and bringing any photos and literature, 
and that we could have a chat, which I did, about 
a month ago. 

Mr Oakley was able to run his expert eye over 
the vehicle with which he had such a personal 
association. “It was very strange standing there. 
You can see part of it where it could have been 
worked on again to bring it up to scratch. I think 
they will probably leave it as it is rather than 
start disturbing things.” 

Mr Oakley, often known by his colleagues by 
the nickname ‘Mossa’, says he would love to hear 
from anybody he used to work with all those 
years ago. Mr Oakley is on 0121 358 1961.

Village green bid to 
protect historic plot 


A CAMPAIGN is under way 
to protect Netherton’s 
equivalent to a village green 
area from development. 

Netherton Green has been an 
historic feature of the town, says a 
campaigner who has been research¬ 
ing its history. 

The land, at the junction of Hale¬ 
sowen Road and Castleton Street, 
was once used as a play area by chil¬ 
dren from the former Church Road 
School. Underground air raid shel¬ 
ters were created on the site during 
the Second World War as an escape 
from the school opposite. 

The green area now incorporates 
a lawn, flower bed, a toilet block and 
the sculpture depicting Netherton 
athlete Joseph Darby, a trick jumper 
who was famous for leaps from a sta¬ 
tionary position. Joesy the Jumper, 
who died in 1937, became a celebrity 
in the late Victorian era. 

Researcher Tony Foley, who has 
lived in the town for 30 years, has 
been looking into the history of the 
site. The 57-year-old surveyor found 
that council officials had talked of 
designating the site a village green 
in the 1950s but those plans never 
came to fruition. 

Now Mr Foley says resurrecting 


the plans could be a catalyst for 
improving the centre of Netherton. 
He has now made a planning appli¬ 
cation to Dudley Council to register 
the site as a designated village green, 
which would give the site protection 
equivalent to Green Belt land. 

Mr Foley said: “It would be nice 
to keep it free from any development 
in the future. It is at the centre of 
Netherton and it could be made even 
more of a feature. 

Aynuk 

“It had been discussed by the 
council years ago and nothing was 
ever done. I just thought it would be 
a good idea,” he added. 

Black Country comedian Alan 
Smith, better known as Aynuk, has 
lived in Netherton his whole life, 
said - while he did have reservations 
about the scheme - he said the site 
did have an historic role to play. 

“I remember when there were air 
raid shelters there and we would go 
across from the old church school for 
dummy runs,” said the 78-year-old. 

He added: “I’m not sure that there 
could be much built there anyway. 
It is not the most picturesque area.” 

The village green proposal will be 
discussed by Dudley Council in the 
coming weeks.

Widow was tricked 
out of life savings 
by nephew’s wife 

AN ELDERLY widow was ‘cynically’ duped out of her 
life savings by a family member, a court was told. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard that Rebecca 
Thompson conned vulnerable 75-year-old Dudley widow 
Beryl Ashfield out of more than £36,000. 

Thompson, of Stubby Lane, Wednesfield, admitted 
three counts of fraud at an earlier hearing and last week 
was jailed for 20 months. 

Thompson, whose husband is Mrs Ashfield’s nephew, 
drained the pensioner of her life savings in a con which 
was uncovered by the victim’s grand-daughter. 

After initially befriending Mrs Ashfield,in 2013, 
Thompson turned her attention to swindling the widow 
out of cash - eventually taking a total of £36,856.71. 

Judge Michael Challinor said Thompson had forged 
signatures, impersonated Mrs Ashfield on the telephone 
and persuaded her to open a bank account which Thomp¬ 
son then used for her own ends. 

Mr Lee Egan, prosecuting, said 37-year-old Thompson 
spent tens of thousands on jewellery, flowers and vets’ 
bills. Mr Egan said: “This had a massive impact on Mrs 
Ashfield’s life. The money taken was money provided by 
her deceased husband for her to secure her in her old 
age. Now she is totally reliant on her old age pension.” 

Miss Alison Scott-Jones, defending, said Thompson, 
who cares for her son and step-daughter, had shown ‘re¬ 
morse’, adding: “She recognises that the breach of trust 
is enormous and she won’t ever be able to repair that.” 

Sentencing Thompson, Judge Challinor said: “You 
deliberately and cynically drained Beryl Ashfield’s life 
savings.” 


Police boss 
wants fairer 
deal from 
Whitehall 

POLICE and Crime Commissioner David 
Jamieson urged the Government to give 
West Midlands Police a ‘fairer deal’ on fund¬ 
ing. 

The force is closing 13 stations as part of wider 
cuts in the face of a £2.5 million drop in funding this 
year - including Halesowen police station in Janu¬ 
ary next year.. 

A new police funding 
scheme, which will deter¬ 
mine how much the force 
gets from Whitehall next 
year, is being reviewed. Mr 
Jamieson said he hoped the 
revised deal would ease the 
financial pressure on the 
force. 

Changed 

West Midlands Police re¬ 
ceived £452.6m in govern¬ 
ment funding last year but 
officials claim the force will 
receive £450.lm this year. 

A spokesman for Mr 
Jamieson said: “The fund¬ 
ing formula for police forces 
has not changed. 

“The Government aban¬ 
doned changes to the way 
in which police forces are 
funded, after a botched pro¬ 
cess in which the Home Of¬ 
fice made serious errors. 

“The funding formula 
is set to be reviewed again 
this year. In the meantime, 

West Midlands Police are 
still waiting for a fairer deal 
from the Government. 

“The funding that West 
Midlands Police receives 
from government will be 
£2.5m lower this year than 
it was last year.” 

Mr Jamieson added: “One 
thing is clear, funding has 
not been protected, the 
Government wants me to 
raise the council tax to fill 
the gap. 

“Theresa May has written 
to Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner’s and admitted 
that there is a 1.3 per cent 
cut in funding to local police 
forces. 

“I would like to take this 
opportunity to thank Julian 
Knight MP and Mike Wood 
MP for their contributions 



Commissioner Jamieson 


to the Westminster Hall de¬ 
bate on ‘Funding for West 
Midlands Police’ and their 
calls for there to be greater 
flexibility on council tax in¬ 
creases. 

“The Chancellor has 
clearly listened to them and 
duly given the powers to 
PCCs to raise council tax 
by higher amounts than be¬ 
fore.” 

The announcement po¬ 
lice stations across the force 
area, including 13 in the 
Black Country, would close 
sparked concerns among 
community leaders. 

Among the opponents 
was Dudley South MP Mike 
Wood who urged the force 
to rethink plans to shut sta¬ 
tions in his constituency. 

In Wolverhampton, Heath 
Town and Graiseley have 
shut with more to follow in 
the city, alongside others 
in Great Barr and Neth¬ 
erton. Dudley station will 
go on August 31 and King- 
swinford police station is 
expected to close within the 
next 18 months. 

A total of 16 polices bases 
in Birmingham are to close.

Tribute to Zeppelin victims 


“WHAT a touching tribute to com¬ 
memorate Tipton’s lost ones 100 
years on” - the words of historian 
Derek Nicholls after a memorial 
plaque was unveiled marking the 
Zeppelin Raids centenary. 

Orchestrated by Mr Nicholls, who has 
spent three years researching the raids, 
and with help from Friends of Tipton, 
more than 100 people, along with Mayor 
councillor Barbara Price, turned out on 
Friday morning to remember the 14 local 
people who died in the raid. 

The plaque itself was unveiled by West Bro¬ 
mwich MP Adrian Bailey at Tipton cemetery, 


on Alexandra Road. On January 31 1916, the 
Black Country was targeted by mistake, as the 
German airship pilot mistook the area for Mer¬ 
seyside, killing 33 people in total, across Tip- 
ton, Wednesbury, Bilston and Walsall. 

Bombs first hit Union Street in Tipton at 
around 8pm, with around five falling in the 
area. 

One also fell outside Tipton railway station 
and more around Barnfield Road trading es¬ 
tate. In Union Street, two houses were demol¬ 
ished and others damaged and the gas main 
was set alight. 

Among those who attended the service were 
John Wilkinson, Terry Britt and Alan James, 
who are all connected through Annie Wilkin¬ 
son - John and Mr Britt’s great aunt and 


Alan’s great grandmother, who tragically died 
in the bombings. 

Mr Nicholls was overjoyed to see the plaque 
installed at the cemetery, describing it as 
a ‘proud day for Tipton’. He said: “I never 
thought in my wildest dreams something like 
this would happen, and it’s something the area 
should be very honoured to have.” The memo¬ 
rial unveiling came after candles were lit for 
each of the Zeppelin’s six victims in Walsall. 

Civic leaders from across the West Midlands 
and Staffordshire joined parishioners at St An¬ 
drew’s Church in Birchills, where the last of 
400 bombs to hail down over the Black Country 
on the night of January 31 landed on the lawn, 
used as a bowling green, beside the red-brick 
church. 


The lives of the victims, which included the 
town’s Lady Mayoress Mary Slater, were re¬ 
membered in readings and hymns. The service, 
led by Fr Iain Templeton, was held on Sunday, 
January 31, the exact anniversary of the First 
World War attack. 

The congregation heard how Walsall still 
bears the scars of that night, with damage 
from the raids visible on the side of a building 
in Bradford Place, now the Labour Club. 

Leading the congregation was Walsall mayor 
Councillor Angela Underhill who was joined by 
the mayors of Dudley, Tamworth, Shrewsbury 
and Solihull, the deputy mayor of Walsall and 
the chairman of South Staffordshire District 
Council. Firefighters from Bloxwich Fire Sta¬ 
tion also attended.

Chemical company is hit with 
£500k bill after acid cloud leak 


A CHEMICAL company where an 
explosion sent an acid gas cloud 
sweeping across its neighbours has 
been ordered to pay almost £500,000. 

Solvay Solutions UK did not properly check a 
piece of equipment that broke in a ‘catastrophic’ 
failure. A ground hugging white haze billowed 
from its factory in Trinity Street, Oldbury. 

Those caught in the mist found it difficult 
to breath and had streaming eyes, the court 


heard. As a result, the firm has been hit with 
a £333,000 fine and £110,000 costs at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court. 

“It was an alarming experience and produced 
physical effects but not long lasting effects,” said 
Mr James Puzey, prosecuting. 

Only 15 of the 250-strong workforce were on 
duty when disaster struck at noon on January 2, 
2009, as it was a public holiday. 

Flames flared from a phosphine converter 
when a metal bar broke and a valve was jammed 


open by the blast, allowing phosphine gas to leak 
and combine with air creating phosphoric acid. 

Mr Stephen Hockman QC, defending, said: 
“This is a very reputable organisation that has 
never been in front of any court before.” 

The company pleaded guilty to two charges 
of failing to ensure the health and safety of 
their employees and others. Jean-Francois Ber- 
thiaume, director of Solvay Solutions UK , has 
said all recommendations made by the Health 
and Safety Executive have been put in place. 


Fire caused by 
electric blanket 

AN ELDERLY man was taken to hospital 
after an electric blanket fire. 

Emergency crews attended the incident 
on Thursday night at a property in Ha- 
vacre Lane, Coseley. The fire was caused 
by a blanket and it spread through the 
bedroom. 

The 78-year-old man put out the blaze 
with a fire extinguisher before emergency 
crews arrived. He was treated for smoke 
inhalation before being taken to Dudley’s 
Russells Hall Hospital. 

Firefighter Gareth Richards, from Tip- 
ton Fire Station, said: “We warn everyone 
to check their electric blankets regularly.”

Magistrates heard Bailey, of Crabmill Close, Knowle, 
sold a Vauxhall Corsa in August 2014 claiming it came with 
an RAC warranty, that it had been finance-checked and 
had been regularly serviced. All the claims were untrue. 

The court was told the car broke down within 20 miles 
after being purchased and hasn’t been used since. 

Bailey was fined £1,000 by Dudley magistrates, ordered 
to pay compensation of £1,375, costs of £2,065 and £40 vic¬ 
tim surcharge.

Cuba gets caught up 
in controversial case 


T hroughout most of 1995, the US 
was hooked by the lengthy, 
televised trial of OJ Simpson, the 
American football legend who stood 
accused of murdering his wife Nicole 
Brown Simpson and her friend Ronald 
Goldman. 

It was even dubbed the ‘trial of the 
century; which may seem a little 
overblown until you consider how the 
case seemed to raise much bigger 
questions than whether or not Simpson 
was innocent, touching on race and 
celebrity culture. 

And it’s becoming a talking point all 
over again thanks to the new drama 
series The People v OJ Simpson: 
American Crime Story, which has been 
picking up rave reviews since it began 
airing in the US earlier this month. 

Now the show is coming to the UK, 
although given the intense media 
coverage Simpson received back in the 
1990s, some viewers may be 
wondering what there is left to say. 

Luckily, the BBC has thought of that. 
Sue Deeks, Head of BBC Programme 
Acquisition, says: “I am so excited for 
BBC viewers to see this series. The 


People v OJ Simpson is a fascinating 
and totally absorbing dramatisation of a 
case seared into the public 
consciousness. It is a case that you 
might think you know all about - but 
believe me, you don’t know the half of 
it...” 

In particular, the series looks at the 
legal teams who were battling to either 
convict or acquit Simpson, showing 
how the prosecution’s over-confidence, 
some shrewd work by the defence 
team, and the Los Angeles Police 
Department’s history with the city’s 
African-American community all played 
a part in the eventual verdict. 

If the fascinating true-life story wasn’t 
enough to hook you in, the series is 
executive produced by Ryan Murphy, 
whose previous credits include Glee 
and American Horror Story, and boasts 
an incredible cast, including Cuba 
Gooding Jr as OJ Simpson, and John 
Travolta and David Schwimmer as 
defence attorneys Robert Shapiro and 
Robert ‘father of Kim’ Kardashian. 

The cast are all aware of the 
responsibility involved in portraying real- 
life characters, but they have chosen to 
approach it in different ways. 


Selma Blair, who plays Kardashian’s 
wife Kris, met her real-life inspiration, 
and struck up a friendship - Kris even 
volunteered to dig out her 1990s 
clothes for the actress to wear on 
screen. 

Chief prosecutor Marcia Clark didn’t 
make actress Sarah Paulson a similar 
offer - instead she apologised that 
Paulson was going to have to adopt her 
hairstyle, which came in for a surprising 
amount of comment during the trial. 

However, one person who didn’t want 
to meet their real-life counterpart was 
Gooding Jr. He told the New York Post: 

“I didn’t reach out to [Simpson’s] kids. I 
didn’t reach out to him. I didn’t want a 
definitive opinion of his guilt or 
innocence.” 

But he has said that the series has 
brought it home to him that whatever 
you believe, the Goldmans and the 
Browns still suffered a devastating loss, 
and should not be forgotten. 

The first episode offers another 
reminder, as the victims’ bodies are 
discovered. The LAPD quickly link the 
killings to Simpson, although his fame 
leaves them unsure how to proceed.

Presumably because of this links the hotel’s 
doormen are dressed in beefeater outfits. 

There is so much to see and do in this city 
that a visit to the websites run by Visit Cali¬ 
fornia and San Francisco Travel are a must. 
One of the most useful things you can do is 
sort out a CityPASS ticket booklet, which 
gives a week’s unlimited use of cable cars 


and the local Muni transport system, access 
to attractions such as the Aquarium of the 
Bay and even a one-hour cruise of the Bay. 

For any movie goer, of course, San Fran¬ 
cisco is the city where Steve McQueen raced 
around the streets in Bullitt. And there’s 
the windy Lombard Street with its eight 
hairpin bends that has featured in virtually 
every film ever made in the city. 

Aside from the movies, there are hotels, 
galleries and places to go and stand and 
stare. One place that cannot be missed is 
Alcatraz. Boat tours run out to the island 
several times a day. One of the world’s most 
legendary prisons, it is a gloomy and op¬ 
pressive but in remarkably good condition 
considering the last prisoner left in 1963. 
On a brighter note you can hire a cycle and 
ride across the Golden Gate Bridge. The 
views are stunning and, in any visit to San 
Francisco, a visit to the bridge is a must.

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Crossover personality 


Known as The Goddess’, Citro- 
en’s original DS saloon was for 
many, one of the most beautiful 
cars ever. 

In more recent times, both those 
famous initials and the design com¬ 
mitment they embody live again in 
the prestigious DS brand. This is that 
marque’s mid-range offering, the DS4, 
a premium five-door hatch targeting 
customers that’ll be new to a French 
manufacturer of this sort. 

Slightly more compact than the Citroen 
C4 it’s based on, the DS4 is 60mm short¬ 
er, 20mm wider than that car and, in an ef¬ 
fort to inject some ‘Crossover’ personality, 
40mm taller. The DS engineers say that the 
resulting package manages to be more sta¬ 
ble on the move, making the driver feel as if 
“they have the road at their fingertips.” That 



ambition is backed up through the use of a 
MacPherson-type suspension set up at the 
front, and a flexible transverse beam at the 
rear, with hydraulic power steering. 

The engine range is wide and flexible 
and all units meet the most stringent Euro6 
emissions requirements. Most will choose 
a 1.6, with diesel drivers selecting between 
120, 150 and 180bhp BlueHDi powerplants. 
The BlueHDi 180 model only comes with 
the brand’s EAT6 auto gearbox but its quite 
quick, making 62mph from rest in 8.6s. 

Then there are three petrol options, with 
the entry-level PureTech 130 unit being a sat¬ 
isfying choice, despite its diminutive 1.2-litre 
capacity. It does, after all, make 62mph from 
rest in a reasonably fleet 10.1s en route to 
123mph. If you need more poke, then the 
older 1.6-litre THP turbo petrol engines that 
the brand co-developed with BMW provide 
it. The THP 165 unit only comes with EAT6 
auto transmission but you can order the THP 
200 variant with a 6-speed manual ‘box. This 
latter variant is pretty rapid, making 62mph in 
8.5s on the way to 146mph. 

While it looks like a three-door coupe, this 
is in fact a genuine five-door hatch, an ex¬ 
tremely attractive one at that! The panoramic 
windscreen extends backwards into the roof 
and the dimensions and its styling give the 
car a compact and muscular look. There’s a 
modest power bulge feel in the shape of the 
bonnet and further purposeful bulges over 
all four wheels, while a waist-height crease 
flows backwards from front arches which 
house wheels of up to 19-inches in size. The 
steeply raked roof drops away to the rear 
hatch with its subtle spoiler to give coupe¬ 
like sporty edginess. 

Inside the luxuriously-trimmed cabin, the 
driver faces an array of smart chrome-rimmed 
dials and a sculpted, contoured dashboard. 
Premium touches include embossed leather

door handles, plenty of chrome detailing 
and cool ambient lighting. Far more atten¬ 
tion has been paid to build quality and re¬ 
finement too, to match this up-market feel. 
Then there’s that panoramic windscreen, 
offering front occupants a 45-degree view 
upwards and giving the cabin a real feeling 
of light and airiness also enjoyed by those 
in the back seats. And talking of the rear, 
there’s proper space for two adults there 
- or three at a squash. Plus a boot behind 
of 370-litres, larger than that in rivals like 
VW’s Golf or Alfa Romeo’s Giulietta. 


With DS4s being priced from around 
the £20,000 mark, this French contender 
isn’t cheap - but then neither is its value 
proposition. The beautifully-designed cab¬ 
in is spacious, the engines efficient and 
powerful and the technology impressive. 
Here then, is a car that, for the price of 
something plush and ordinary, delivers the 
extraordinary. Just as DS models always 
have.

1.4-litre turbo powerplant too, plus a 1.6-litre

range. Diesel buyers get HOPS, 136PS and 
160PS 1.6-litre CDTi options. Go for the 1.6 
litre CDTi 110PS diesel ecoFLEX model and 
you’ll get a car capable of 91.1mpg on the 
combined cycle while emitting only 82g/km 
of C02

The Vitara, Suzuki’s latest com¬ 
pact crossover, aims to build 
a lot of talent into four metres.

Tucson is 
ready to 
take on the 
crossover 
opposition 

Until the arrival of this Tucson model, Hyun¬ 
dai’s idea of a Qashqai-style family crosso¬ 
ver model was encapsulated by its ix35. That 
car sold quite well but somehow, never quite 
captured the imagination of the buying pub¬ 
lic. The Tucson though, is a leaner, mean- 
er-looking contender that might well catapult 
the Korean brand into credible contention in 
this important growing segment. 

People have come to expect a lot when it comes 
to driving crossover cars. Although they want a lofty 
perch, they also want to feel like they could be driving 
a hatchback. The Tucson delivers exactly this blend 
of virtues, hence its very road-biased suspension set¬ 
up - and the overwhelming emphasis on two wheel 
drive models across the range. 

All bases are covered when it comes to engines with a 
good selection of both petrols and diesels. 

At the lower end of the range, there’s a choice of a 132PS 
1.6 GDi petrol or a 116PS CRDi 1.7 diesel. 

Turbocharged 

Move a little higher and you can upgrade to a turbo¬ 
charged 1.6 GDi with 177PS. Diesel fans will find a 2.0 CRDi 
with either 136PS or 185PS. If you want 4WD, then you’ll 
need the turbo petrol or one of the 2.0-litre diesels. 

The 4WD system is absolutely fine for slippery surfaces 
but it’s not an out and out mud plugger. 

As usual with Hyundai models, there’s the option of var¬ 
ying the feel of the steering feedback, via different modes. 

With an imposing hexagonal grille and sleek Santa Fe- 
style headlights, the Tucson is a good looking crossover. 

The wheelarches are pulled backwards which, along with 
the rising windowline and prominent creases in the flanks, 
adds some athleticism to the side profile. 

The new Tucson is well equipped. Even base ‘S’ trim 
comes with kit like a DAB digital radio and Bluetooth con¬ 
nectivity, plus USB and AUX connections, 16” alloy wheels, 
air conditioning and auto headlights. 

So, what do we have? 

The tough looks of an SUV, the sensible practicality of a 
five-seater mini-MPV and the affordability of a family hatch¬ 
back. 

These are the facts behind a Tucson model so good that 
it’ll attract many new buyers to the Hyundai brand. 

Hyundai’s new generation Tucson is nicely built, ef¬ 
ficient to run and quite capable in 4WD form of getting 
everywhere any ordinary family driver might want to 
go. 

More important will be this model’s competitive pricing 
and lengthy warranty.

The Honda Civic has come in for a much-need¬ 
ed once-over, getting restyling at the front 
and the rear, while the interior gets higher 
quality fitments and a 7-inch Honda Connect 
touch screen. There’s a Sport trim level in¬ 
serted into the range to bridge the gap to the 
turbocharged Type-R range-topper. 

Let’s make note that there are some things about the Civ¬ 
ic that are really, really good. We don’t think there’s a better 
diesel in the whole supermini sector that the 120PS 1.6-litre 
diesel unit. 

There’s also an entry-level 1.4-litre petrol engine offered 
along with a 142PS 1.8-litre petrol powerplant. At the top of 
the range is the banzai Civic Type-R which features turbo¬ 
charging for the very first time.

The Ford Fiesta has always been 
a vehicle the British public has 
warmed to but the truth is that 
before this seventh generation 
model arrived, supermini buyers 
chose this car either because it 
was great to drive or because 
they’d been offered a deal too 
good to turn down. 

This latest model changed all that - 
and this one takes things a step further 
still, smarter to look at, smarter to sit in, 
smarter to operate and, perhaps most 
importantly, smarter under the bonnet. 

The engine line-up starts with the older 
generation 1.25-litre petrol unit, offered with 
either 60 or 82PS. 

To get beyond these and get yourself one 
of the clever new 1.0-litre petrol engines or 
the base 1.5-litre TDCi diesel, you need a 



slightly plusher trim level. And that means 
you’ll need to have somewhere between 
£13,000 to £14,000 to spend, depending on 
the model you’re looking at. In terms of the 
1.0-litre petrol powerplants, the 10OPS Eco- 
boost is well worth the £500 premium over 
the 80PS unit. 

While if you’re looking for a diesel, it’s 
worth considering the £1,200 premium to go 
from the 75PS 1.5-litre TDCi to a 95PS 1,6-li- 
tre TDCi variant that features more frugal 
ECOnetic technology. 

Variations on the Fiesta theme may come 
and go but before driving any version of 
Ford’s definitive supermini, there’s one thing 
you almost always know for certain: that it’ll 
be a great steer. 

There’s a deftness to the way this car re¬ 
sponds, an agility to the way it nips around 
the bends that no other small car can quite 
match. 

Aspirated 

With the 1.25-litre 60 and 82PS petrol en¬ 
gines sitting at the bottom of the line-up, it’s 
best to get beyond them and reach for the 
state-of-the-art powerplants based around 
an award winning three cylinder 1.0-litre unit 
offered in a trio of different guises. 

Most affordable is a normally aspirated 
80PS 1.0 Ti-VCT unit but for only a few hun¬ 
dred pounds less than the version of this 

I. 0-litre engine I’d really point you towards 
the quicker 100PS turbocharged EcoBoost 
unit. 

It’s also offered with 125PS, but only in the 
pricier trim levels. No, the 100PS variant is 
all you really need, spiriting you to sixty in 

II, 2s to the accompaniment of a buzzy but 
far from unpleasant three cylinder thrum. 

There are other petrol options in this Fies¬ 
ta line-up such as the 1.6-litre options, but

they’re probably of minority interest there’s 
an older 105PS unit that only comes with 
the Powershift twin-clutch automatic trans¬ 
mission, while at the other extreme, there’s 
the 180PS 1.6-litre EcoBoost turbo power- 
plant for the hot hatch ST shopping rocket 
model. 

That only leaves the 75PS 1.5 and 95PS 
1.6-litre TDCi diesel units, engines you’re re¬ 
ally going to have to want to choose them 
over the EcoBoost petrol powerplants.

Now cleaner and smarter 
than before, the MG3 is a su¬ 
permini you probably won’t 
have considered.

The styling’s been refreshed, it’s 
more economical, it’s quicker, it’s 
sharper through corners and there’s a 
stack more kit included. In other words, 


it’s upped its game right across the 
board - plus it’s even more affordable 
too. 

This time round, there’s a five-door- 
only model range and one that fea¬ 
tures a few updates that owners of the 
original version might spot from fifty 
paces. 

The front end gets revisions to the 
front lights, the grille and the lower 
vent, plus LED daytime running lights 
framed by a reshaped feature line. The 
cabin has also come in for some over¬ 
time from the design team. 

Almost every area of the interior has 
been enhanced to give higher levels of 
comfort and convenience.

How many people do you know who can 
honestly tell you that they’ve worked for 
over 65 years, with no gaps in employ¬ 
ment? Well, 82-year-old Tony Lister at Dud¬ 
ley Motor Company has quite a few stories 
to tell after nearly 67 years of service as a 
car salesman.

It’s more than two years since a piece of Peu¬ 
geot wizardry first impressed me. That was 
when the company invited motoring writers 
to drive up and down the ski slope at Tam- 
worth Snowdome in a 2008 to test its Grip 
Control - a system already in use on other 
models in the Peugeot stable. 

Now this small crossover isn’t 4x4 and can’t tack¬ 
le major off-road conditions but it can cope with the 
majority falls of snow we usually experience with Grip 
Control. 

In Tamworth Grip Control easily coped with the snowy 
slopes - take a look at http://www.youtube.com/watch7v— 
jTVPxHX1jZo&feature=youtu.be to see for yourself. 

However, taking part in a demonstration is all very well. 
The system is shown to you by skilled drivers and then you 
take the wheel for yourself. All in a relatively controlled situ¬ 
ation. When you have to use the system in the ‘real’ world it 
can be an entirely different matter. But that was not the case 
when an overnight fall of snow in Scotland left my car at the 
top of a car park with a steep slope exiting onto the highway. 
Into Snow Mode on Grip Control and I floated out in perfect 
control unlike a number of other people who went before 
and slipped and slithered down on to the road. 

And here’s how it works. The system works with the elec¬ 
tronic stability programme to maintain the best possible trac¬ 
tion from both front wheels. There are five operating modes 
on a control mounted down by the gear lever. In Standard 
mode, the vehicle’s ESP system is calibrated for typical grip 
levels found on normal road surfaces, where there are low 
levels of wheel slip. Snow mode adapts the system to gain 
the best traction from each of the front wheels when the car 
is pulling away. As the car increases speed, the system con¬ 
stantly tweaks the traction control to maintain acceleration 
in the face of variable grip conditions. The system returns to 
Standard mode once you are over 31 mph. 

All-terrain mode copes with mud, dirt tracks and wet 
grass by allowing a high level of slip on the least stable 
wheel when pulling away to remove excess mud and im¬ 
prove grip. At the same time, the wheel with the strongest 
grip level is given as much torque as possible. As the sys¬ 
tem is electronically controlled the torque offset between the 
front wheels can be as much as 100 per cent, well beyond 
normal limits for a limited slip differential. As the car gains 
speed, the system continually optimises wheel slip to give 
the driver the best possible control over the vehicle up to 
50 mph. And this was also put to use on the Scottish trip 
on a foray up a couple of rough tracks to park close to the 
Highland Way in preparation for checking out my own grip 
control in a walk after heavy rain! 

Sand mode allows slight wheel slip on both drive wheels 
simultaneously, to allow the vehicle to make headway and 
reduce the risk of getting stuck in the sand. Here again, the 
control provided by this mode is superior to that of a lim¬ 
ited slip differential. In this mode, Standard mode kicks in 
automatically above a speed of 75 mph. Sadly no trips to 
the glorious west coast to test this mode. The result of this 
mode is a great all-round ability on all sorts of terrain as well 
as good towing and carrying for outdoor activities 

Peugeot has targeted the 2008 at young city-dwellers 
who love the urban environment, but also enjoy escaping 
it.

Fold the 60:40 split rear bench and you increase the boot 
space from 360 to 1,194 litres and a completely flat load 
area. And all it takes to create that space is one press of the 
button at the top of the rear seat back to fold the seat, as the 
seat cushion retracts automatically. A wide tailgate and low 
loading lip - makes it easy to load and unload. There’s also 
storage space under the boot floor around the spare wheel. 

On the safety front there’s a raft of active and passive 
equipment which has earned the 2008 a five-star Euro 
NCAP crash test rating. 

Priced from just £13,195, the Peugeot 2008 is available to 
buy using the brand’s ‘Just Add FuelTM’ finance package. 
Combining all motoring costs into a single monthly pay¬ 
ment, the Peugeot 2008 Active PureTech 1.2-litre 82bhp is 
available for £199pcm, over 36 months, following a deposit

The contest will cross the promoters’ divide, 
as Londoner Skeete, managed by Frank War¬ 
ren, competes on a Matchroom show after Eddie 
Hearn won the purse bids. 

It will now also be put to the British Boxing 
Board of Control that the WBC and WBO straps 
be involved in the bout, which was actually called 
for by Warren’s representative Andy Ayling. 

Eggington is aware the prospect of a Lonsdale 
belt fight against Frankie Gavin later in the year 
is also being risked. The 21-year-old said: “Brad¬ 
ley’s not daft, he’s a hard opponent, but I can’t 
see him lasting the distance with me. 

Mandatory 

“He’ll have to work hard for everything he gets 
against me. If I do what I need to, I will come out 
with the win and that will be my mandatory out 
of the way. After that, I want to go and win the 
belt outright.” 

Skeete’s only pro defeat came at the hands of 
Gavin in November 2014, when both were under 
the Warren banner. 

He said: “These are the fights I want to be in, 
at these big arenas headlining. I’ve come up short 
before, but I won’t this time.” 

Essington’s Ben Wilkes will undertake his step 
up elsewhere on the card and is the underdog 
against the all-action Cello Renda, in an elimina¬ 
tor for the English middleweight title. 

Wilkes has nine wins from 10 from what has 
been a stop-start pro career since turning pro 
in 2009, and he’s adamant he’s got the skills to 
upset the form book. He said: “It’s a big opportu¬ 
nity for me and he’s going to get a shock.” 


The 29-year-old spent nearly five years out of the 
ring after a third round TKO defeat to Janis Cer- 
nauskis. 

Another major domestic title fight and two clashes 
for Midlands belts also appear, with both Yafai broth¬ 
ers in action. British champion Kal will tackle Moises 
Flores in an official 12-round eliminator for Kohei 
Kono’s WBA super flyweight title. Younger sibling 
Gamal goes after his first domestic crown, challeng¬ 


ing for Bobby Jenkinson’s newly-won Commonwealth 
super bantamweight strap. A Battle of Birmingham 
will come at lightweight, as Michael Rooney and Mar¬ 
cus Ffrench meet for the vacant strap, while new Mid¬ 
lands titlist Karl Wiggins defends at welter for the 
first time against Derby’s Ryan Fields.
